BUILDINGS NEVER FINISHED. 
Curious History of Some Enterprises 
Begun Long Ago in England. 

' A fine church in the village of 
Llassall, near Bandbach, has been 
the sport of all the winds that 
blow since about 1837, says Stray 
Stoiies. 

j Begun in 1836, and designed to 
Reat some 500 people, it grew 
j steadily till shortly after the ac- 
1 cession of Queen Victoria in th<- 
following year. 

The day after that historical 
event the founder — a private gen- 
tleman—was seized with a fatal 
illness, and consequently his in- 
tentions were unfulfilled, not- 
withstanding that the structure 
was so far advnnced that they 
COnld have been carried out at. 
■mall expense. Since then the 
building has remained unfinished. 

A similar history is attached to 
an uncompleted church in Somer- 
set. According to local report, 
too, a church at Stonrport, in 
Worcestershire, is never to be fin- 
ished, although it has been in 
course of ennatruction for a very 
long period. 

Near a railway in a certain Lan- 
cashire town, for instance, there 
is a row of half-built cottages. 
This conglomeration of brinks and 
mortar was thrown together 
many years ago bv an enterpris- 
ing speculator, who thought that 
the railway would be carried 
across the land which it occupies, 
and that he would therefore be 
able to sell at an excellent profit. 

But his anticipations were not 
realized, so he iert the embryo cot- 
tages to their fate. On his death 
his estate passed into chancery, 
and for this and other reasons it 
is extremely improbable that the 
property will ever be finished. 

Numbers of structures now in a 
more or less ruinous condition 
are so because the builders laid 
their plans too hastily. A curious 
instance is a part of a lighthouse 
on the summit of St. Catherines 
hill, in the Isle of Wight 

When this edifice was well ad- 
vanced the tardy discovery was 
made that, owing to the height 
to which it would reach, fog or 
clouds would obscure the beucon 
at the top. The structure was 
consequently abandoned. 

Equally curious is the history 
of a picturesque ruin on Mow cop, 
near Congleton. A ceriain gen- 
tleman determined to build a ens 
tie on this eminence. 

When it was nearly completed 
the owner of the adjoining estate 
tame forward and claimed that 
the hill top was in his domain. So, 
in fact, it proved, and as a result 
the proposed castle remains un- 
finished to this day. 

There are, moreover, some 
buildings which are designedly in- 
complete. Near Southport stands 
a residence which, though it seems 
to be finished, always has men 
working ou it— painters, paper- 
hangers, etc. 

The reason it is continually In 
the hands of such artisans is that 
when it is completed it must be 
surrendered; so the occupier takes 
care that it cannot be pronounced 
finished. In fact, it will never be 
completed. 

Cathedrals will never be really 
finished. Large staffs of masons, 
etc., are permanently engaged on 
them, as men are always paii 
the Forth bridge and others are 
repairing the Liverpool landing 
stage.

892, before the Presidential elec- 
tion, and whoever or whatever was 
esponsihle for it was not a sub- 
sequent tariff bill. This period of 
depression certainly did not 

• a Democratic tarilf bill. Near 
the expiration of the second session 
of that Congress and late in 1893 
so called Wilson-Gorman bill 
was passed. It was enacted by a 
Democratic Congress; it was an im- 
provement on the McKinley bill, 
but It was in no other sense a Dem- 
ocratic bill ; it was in fact the high- 
est protective bill ever theretofore 
passed except the McKinley bill. 
It was a Senate bill concocted by 
the protection Democrats of the 
i q aa- to , >uii uirceu through that 
body. It was the Gorman Butler- 
Price-Pugh, and other protection 
Democrats' bill. When the House 
refused to concur in the Senate bill, 
falsely called Senate amendments, 
the Senate refused to concede any- 
thing, and openly announced that 
the House had to take that bill 
without crossing a "T" or dotting 
'I," or nothing. Indeed, it was 
an open secret that the anti-Cleve- 
land Senatorial cabal desired the 
bill to be defeated/ 

Finally, under the leadership of 
Mr. Wilson and with great reluct- 
ance on his part, the House reced- 
ed from its non-currence, and the 
bill was sent to the President for 
his approval. He did not veto it, 
but he refused to approve it and it 
became a law without his approval. 
His famous message explaining his 
reasons for refusing to veto it and 
yet refusing to approve it is one ot 
the historic Presidential messages. 
It is true that this tariff law was 
passed by Democratic votes and in 
that sense was a Democratic tariff; 
but it was in principle and sched- 
ules a Republican tariff, and the 
only justification any Democrat 
ever had or urged for voting for it 
was that it was a less onerous, more 
impartial and fairer law than the 
McKinley bill. Certain of its 
schedules were reasonably judicious 
and approximately fair , others were 
forced by the combined votes of 
Republican and protection Demo- 
cratic Senators. It is just to add 
that it was a fairer, juster, more 
honest tariff act than the present 
Dingley tariff act. 

We know that Secretary Shaw 
made similar assertions in his 
Bpeech in our opera house ; but then, 
as usual, when such asser- 
tions are made they were when no 
answer is to be made and no mis- 
statement collected

CONNECTICUT BLUE-LAWS. 

Early Regulations of New Haven 
Colony Were Very Strict. 
In New Haven the "blue laws' 
were fuiuouB for their severity 
Bays the New York Tribune. No 
man could vote in the town elec- 

some church. No Quaker or dis- 
senter was even allowed to step 
within the borders of the town, 
To pick an ear of corn growing in 
another's garden was deemed 
theft, as well as any vegetable or 
fruit belonging to another, penif 
t.v for which was fine and corpon 
punishment. A young man cou 
not "court a maid in person or I 
letter without flrwt obtaining tl 
consent of her parents." For tt 
first offense under this law tt 
penalty was £5, £10 for the Be 
und offense, and for further 
repetitious imprisonment at the 
pleasure of the court. This was 
an old Massachusetts law, but th 
New Haven rode was much mm- 
specific than that of Boston. Ti- 
tling with a young woman's affei 
tions was strictly forbiddor 
wlictlier by speech, writing, ines 

There were a large number 0 
c-ases brought to the courts uode 
this law, which was one of the rei 
pons for its later removal. Noon 
was permitted in New Haven i 
1650 to cross a river except by the 
:iid of an authorized ferryman. If 
a young swell of the town wished 
to row his women friends across 
the river he was not allowed to do 
so by the law. A debtor in prison, 
if lie swore that he had no estate, 
wassold to pay the debt. Whoever 
brohght "cards and dice into the 
dominion" had to pay a fine of £5 
tKuglish money). Whoever wore 
clothes trimmed with silver, gold 
or bone lace at above two shil- 
lings' cost the yard was •'present- 
ed to the grand jurors and fined." 
A sweeping regulation was to the 
effect that no one should keep 
Christmas or snints' days, dance 
or play cards. Married people had 
to live together or be imprisoned, 
divorces being allowed only in re- 
markable cases, in 1812 the card- 
playing regulation was still in 
force, as in that year seven young 
men in New Haven were arrested 
for the crime, punished and made 
to pay fines and costs amounting 
to nearly $6 apiece. The minis- 
ters of the church could not per- 
form marriage ceremonies, that 
Office going to the legal fraternity. 
If n man struck his wife he was

THE NEGRO SUFFRAGE 
PLANK. 

No Desire to Aid the Neuro, But 
Onlu Oblect Is To Disturb 
The South 

ROAST ABOUT THE TRUSTS 

The Hon. John Sharp Williams, 
of Yazoo City, Miss., Democratic 
floor leader ot the House, declared 
himself forcibly when asked his 
opinion of the Republican platform. 
He had read it carefully, but he 
took it up again and said: 

"What about the Republican 
platform, do you ask? T n the main 
tilere is nothing new about It, be- 
cause there is nothing new in it. 
.It is simply the old Republican 
game of claiming everything good 
that has happened and denying 
the truth, namely, that the Repub- 
lican party has done nothing in 
two years except to 'stand pat,' 
as they call it, and spend money. 
As usual, the Wilson Gorman bill 
is denounced as a Democratic tariff 
law, based on free trade principles, 
when, as a historical truth, it was 
further off from free trade than 
any tariff law that ever existed in 
America except that which bore 
the name of McKinley and that 
which bore the name ot Dingley. 
The fact that there waB no in- 
crease of imports under the Wilson 
Goimstn Bill is proof of the lurther 
fact that whatever depression in 
American industry then existed 
could not have been owing to low- 
ering of duties and competition of 
foreign products by the operation 
of that bill. 

"The platform says in effect 
that 'tariff reductions are not to be 
safely ccmraitted to any other 
hands than' to thosr of lb* friends 
of the inequalities, discriminations 
and extortions of the present law, 
because it says that they 'ought 
not to be committed to any other 
hands than the Republican party.'

tended. This ship subsidy plank 
is bolstered up by the usual false 
statement, in inuendo, that the 
English merchant marine rests on 
subsidies from the English Treas- 
The fact is that the money 
paid out by the English Govern- 
t to ship owners is for carrying 
mnils and that it is paid to the 
lowest bidders, and that ship own- 
ers ot all nations are permuted to 
bid. 

The platform boasts that the 
Republican parly deserves 
: red it of recent legislation exch 
ng Chinese labor. The truth 
hat both parties co-operated 
hat end and the Democratic party- 
voted that way unanimously on 
the floor of the House. The differ- 
ence is this, that the Democrats 
were consistent with the record 
and spirit of Democracy and the 
Republicans were inconsistei 
Republican radical profensic 
ither directions. The Demi 
larty believes that this ought to 
ie, as nearly possible, a white 
nan's country — a homo geneoi 
ttoplt, maintaining the white man's 
ivilization, founded on his pecu 
iar industrial home life, out of 
rhlcb has grown his pecul

icrefore, to exclude Chinese. The 
The Republican! profess to be-, 
iieve that there is no difference be- 
lue.ii races and that all ought to 
have equal privileges.

in America. The inconsistency is 
palpable.

"In the platform it is said i 'We 
pledge ourselves to insist 
just and equal treatment 
citizens abroad.' Amerit 
zens of Ruisian birth and Jewish 
race will find it hard to 1 
this profession with the 'act that 
the Secretary of State will not is- 
sue a passport to one of them to 
'visit and sojourn' in Russia with- 
out warning him that he will not 
be protected there. It is late, right 
now on the eve of a campaign, 
insist that that will be done which 
is not being done and which has 
not been done, namely, 'to secure 
to all American citizens rights of 
travel and sojourn in foreign 
countries. 

BOAST ABOUT TRUSTS. 

The boast that the Adminis- 
tration has executed the anti trust 
laws is, of course, ridiculous. The 
Attorney Gensral, in response to a 
resolution of my own, frankly con- 
fessed that nothing had been done, 
and left the inference that nothing 
would be done, toward the criminal 
prosecution of men found guilty 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Northern Securities 
case, which owed its initiative to 
Gov. Van Sant, of having violated 
the provisions of anti-trust legisla- 
tion. The entire Republican party 
at the last session of the House of 
Representatives, with three excep- 
tions, voted against a proviso in 
structing the Secretary of the 
Navy not to enter into Government 
contracts with trusts and unlawful 
combinations convicted by law of 
being such. The Attorney General, 
»r to nnnther resolution 
tailed to show that anything sub- 
stantial was being done, civilly or 
criminally, against the anthracite 
coal carrying railroads and anthra- 
cite coal mine owners, constituting 
together, in violation of law, one 
of the greatest trusts in the country. 
This same 'trust buster,' Attorney 
General Knox, has just been ap- 
pointed by the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania a Senator from that State 
on demand of the very men 
constituted this trust, and who 
at any rate, the presidents of the 
railroads and the owners of the 
constituting it, What are 
you going to do when the 'trust 
buster is 'busted' — or removed, 
which is the same thing? Answer, 
answer ! 

THE KEG HO I'LAKK. 

' I will not now go into the minor 
details of the platform. It simply 
stands pat everywhere except in 
one respect, and that is a respect 
in which it could well have afford- 
ed to let well enough alone, if 
things are, indeed, ever well enough 
in this world. That is the plank 
in which it promises if it find* the 
suffrage in any State 'unconstitu- 
tionally limited' by special 'dis- 
crimination' to reduce the repre- 
sentation of that State in Congress 
and in the Electorial College. The 
adverb 'unconstitutionally' is use- 
less and fools nooody, especially 
when one remembers that the 
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"But all this deceives nobody, as 
I said. The real object of the Re- 
publican party, in so tar as this 
plank is concerned, however spe- 
cious the phraseology in which it 
is clothed, is to reduce Southern 



South negroes are disfranchised, 
not as such, but because of ignor- 
ance by an educational qualifica- 
tion, or because of any other right 
reason, in any other constitutional 
way. Disfranchisement of a negro 
for ignorance in Mississippi is a 
horrible thing; disfranchisement 
of a white man for ignorance in 
Massachusetts is a part of 'highi 
civilization.' 

INCONSISTENCY SHOWN. 

"Let not the business interest of 
the country deceive itself ; let those 
controlling it prepaie for another 
period of uncertainty, unrest, busi- 
ness disturbance and race war in 
the Southern States, instead of 
that of peace and prosperity which 
both races now enjoy and which 
has been rendered possible only by 
home rule and by white suprema- 
cy. Let the South not deceive it- 
self either. If the Republican 
party were sincere in its proposi- 
tion to reduce Southern representa- 
tion on the ground of disfranchise- 
ment of the negro race in the 
South, thereby condoning the dis- 
franchisement or 'unconstitional 
limitation' itself, it would accompa- 
ny that proposition with another, 
wit, the proposition to repeal the 
fifteenth amendment Their du 
plicity is shown in this; they 
s h to maintain the 
endment which forbids 
the negro, for radical reasons, 
from being disfranchised, and yet, 
on the pretense that he is for radi- 
cal reasons disfranchised, they 
would have the negio not counted 
as a basis of representation in the 
Southern States, where he chiefly 
resides. It is not the white man, 
as a white man, who is injured by 
ence to the tendencies of 
Force Bill days— he can and always 
will maintain himself— it is busi- 
immerce, manufacturing, 
agriculture and the negro himself. 
Commercially and industrially the 
while men or the South will 
be so much injured by this sort of 
agitation as Northern people will, 
because ihe average Southerner is 
not rich anyhow — gets his food and 
clothes out of the world, and these 
he would get anyhow. The 
cantile class would be the first to 
suffer, but as they owe debts to the 
North and buy from the North, 
nd as nearly everything they sell 
s manufactured in tbe North, they 
would not be alone in their suffer- 
ing. 

"This is but the entering wedge 
to a new period of 'Southern recon 
struction.' It is the beginning of 
he old scheme, revived for politi- 
cal advantage — consisting in the 
retention of the solid negro vote in 
Indiana, Illinois and other like con- 
ditioned States — this time without 
price in money paid — to disturb, 
all over the prosperous Southland, 
peace and order, to demoralize re- 
viving industries, to unsettle busi- 
and labor, to disintegrate 
society, and as a remote effect, if 
successful, to hybridize the race 
ere and Africanize its civiliza- 
n That is the ultimate signifi- 
nce of it all, if indeed it be not 
merely 'a voice in the wilderness' 
ying out empty promises to the 
;gro voters in the doubtful States. 
I wish I could believe it was only 
that. I would believe it but for 
the opinionated and superstrenous 
character of 'the man in the White 
House."
